One of the most useful articles of food being eaten every day 
is the sandwich. Perhaps you have wondered how such a curious 
name. happened to be given to the familiar sandwich. The story 
goes that about the middle ‘% the Eighteenth century, an English 
‘Farl who was an inveterate card player, invented a new kind of , 
quick lunch. Not wanting to take any time away from his card 
-playing, he asked the waiter to bring him a slice of meat between 
‘two slices of bread, so that he could eat from one hand while holding 
his cards in the other, without having to bother with a dish or 
Silverware. His idea soon became popular and soon after that time, 
this way of taking food in sandwich form became the accepted way 
of getting a hurried lunch. This combination of meat and bread 
-was given the name of “sandwich,” from the name of the nobleman, . 
_the Earl of Sandwich. — 
q While the sandwich is not as popular in other countries as it 
_ig in America, if you will go into any drug store during the noon

i: All kind of mixtures are used for the fillings of the sandwiches, | 
‘with white, rye, wholewheat and toasted bread being used for the , 
‘ covering. : : 
‘ . he ordinary sanawich can not be held the most healthful ' 
‘food article in the world and yet it will be continued to be used 
because it takes the place of a.small meal, has an agréeable flavor, 
“and is quickly served at the average lunch counter. Many a man 
‘who has net the time to wait for a steak to be cooked is content 
‘ with. a sandwich. 
: The sandwich has also become the standby of the picnic and 
‘when you wish to take your food with you on an outing, you will 
‘be sure to prepare sonie kind of sandwich in advance to eat out 
‘ of doors. The sandwich is also highly esteemed by those who must 
, carry lunches which are packed at home and the use of waxed — 
paper will serve to keep the sandwich moist until you are ready — 
- to eat it. 
: When using sandwiches, I recommend those made of the real 
whole wheat bread. A filling may be used of ground nuts or nut © 
butter and probably the peanut butter filling is the most popular — 
‘ one of this type. Other fillers are cheese and chicken and either will , 
, taste well with the whole wheat bread. Add leaves of lettuce to 
your sandwich which will help to keep it moist and Will at the same 
time, provide you with at least a few green leaves. You will find 
‘that fillings made of finely chopped celery, or grated carrots, or 
_ minced olives will offer a change from the usual sandwich filling. 
' You. can buy the minced olive sandwich spread already in cans, and 
you will find this forma convenient one. Of course, the roast beef 
’ sandwich is one of the favorites and the roast beef served at Sunday 
dinner should last long enougp so that a few sandwiches may be 
‘prepared for Monday’s lunch. . ;

Your Child 


Child Can Be Taught 
To Control Anger

S LAWRENCE passed some 
children younger than himself 
they started calling, “Lawrence, 
Tawrenes: Lawtence Tawrence.”

Lawrence’ managed to control 
himself because of his training. He 
is a spirited youngster who, from 
the age of three - and - a - half 
showed an inclination to fight at 
the slightest provocation. This 
was very annoying to his mother. 
At the same time she felt that it 
was better for a youngster to be 
capable of feeling anger than to 
be indifferent like Willie. Willie 
has no enthusiasms.

A chance to experiment came’ 
within the hour. Her child, then 
approximately four, was being ir- 


ritated by a two-year-old who: 


would not move when he asked 
him to. “A big boy would not let 
himself get angry about that,” his 
mother told him. “He'd find 
another place to play.” Lawrence 
responded favorably to this sug- 
gestion. 

Later when older children were 
picking on a group of younger 
ones, she said, “Every big boy 
should feel angry when big chil- 
dren fight little omnes.” Again 
Lawrence rose to the occasion, 
taking sides with the little fellows. 

Training of this kind over a per- 
iod of severak years has taught 
this boy to understand when 
anger is just and when it should 
be controlled.
